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The forum non conveniens determination as a basis for declining the exercise of jurisdiction involves considering the 
connection of the defendant and the action to the forum based on the presence of sufficient contacts with the forum. 


In considering the application of principles of forum non conveniens as a basis for declining the exercise of jurisdiction, ! the 
degree of connection of the defendant,” the plaintiff,” the dispute,* and the cause of action with the forum is a relevant factor. 
The residence of the parties,° the location of the parties, and the place where the cause of action arose are key considerations, ’ 


as well as the location where the fact situation creating the controversy arose.® 


The doctrine comes into play when, despite sufficient contacts between the defendant and the forum state to confer personal 
jurisdiction on the trial court, the case itself has no significant connection to the forum.” The preference for the plaintiff's choice

of forum ` may be overcome by demonstrating that the forum has only a slight nexus to the subject matter of the suit and that 


another available forum exists which would enable the case to be tried substantially more inexpensively and expeditiously. i 
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
